Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the 
S h  ip-b  u  ild in g  In d ustry. 

T)URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “Male 
J-  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  being  chapter  47  of 
the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1934,  and  the 
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“  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act  Amendment  Act,  1935,” 
the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  Orders: — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expression 
“  ship-building  industry  ”  includes  all  operations  in 
the  construction,  reconstruction,  alteration,  repair, 
demolition,  painting,  and  cleaning  of  hulls,  putting 
on  or  taking  off  the  ways,  or  dry-docking,  of  any 
ship,  boat,  barge,  or  scow. 

2.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  employee 
and  every  male  person  under  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  (21)  years,  employed  in  the  ship-building  in¬ 
dustry  as  a  ship-carpenter,  shipwright,  joiner,  boat- 
builder,  or  wood-caulker,  shall  be  the  sum  of  sixty- 
seven  and  one-half  cents  (67%c.)  per  hour. 

3.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  employee 
and  every  male  person  under  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  (21)  years,  employed  in  the  ship-building  in¬ 
dustry,  exclusive  of  those  mentioned  in  paragraphs 
2  and  4  hereof,  shall  be  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  (50c.) 
per  hour. 

4.  That,  until  further  Ordered,  it  shall  be  per¬ 
missible  for  an  employer  to  employ  a  percentage  of 
male  persons  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  (21) 
years  in  the  ship-building  industry  at  a  rate  less 
than  that  fixed  in  paragraphs  2  and  3  hereof,  but 
in  no  case  shall  the  rate  so  paid  be  less  than  twenty- 
five  cents  (25c.)  per  hour,  nor  shall  the  percentage 
of  male  persons  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  (21) 
years  paid  at  such  rate  (inclusive  of  employees  and 
male  persons  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  in 
respect  of  whom  a  permit  has  been  obtained  under 
section  G  of  the  said  Act)  be  in  excess  of  ten  per 
centum  (10%)  of  the  total  number  of  employees 
and  male  persons  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  (21) 
years  in  the  said  employer’s  plant.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  pub¬ 
lished  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper 
in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks  dur¬ 
ing  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the 
next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of  the 
petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of

mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to 
the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session : — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

( h. )  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
Plouse : 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  publi¬ 
cation  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration  or 
affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House. 

(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  deposited 
in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  least 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session 
or  if  the  petition  has  not  been  presented  to  the 
House  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session,  the 
amount  to  be  paid  to  tbe  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading 
one-half  of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  until 
this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  toll- 
bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or  per¬ 
sons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon 
giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Standing  Order  100, 
also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
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extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the 
interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating 
to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills : 
Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  pro¬ 
posed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the 
introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details, 
and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating 
the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon 
the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
tvhere  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted,  shah 
be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill  (copies 
of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk  of 
the  House).  Any  provisions  contained  in  any  such 
Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the  model  Bill 
shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or  underlined, 
and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly  speci¬ 
fied  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 


107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  small- 
pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good 
paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when 
folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%,  inches.  There 
shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line  of  each 
page ;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on 
through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to 
be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of 
each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  immediately  before  the  first  reading.  If 
amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during  its 
progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by 
the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Itule 
98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned.
